Repowering Puerto Rico 

Duke Energy is joining the U.S. utility industry effort to, help rebuild electric infrastructure and 
restore power to the island of Puerto Rico, where hundreds of thousands of residents are still 
without electricity after being slammed by Hurricane Maria last fall. 

Yesterday, about 75 of our North Carolina line workers and support personnel departed Raleigh and 
Charlotte to help repower Puerto Rico. They are part of a larger contingent of more than 200 
employees from Duke Energy operations in the Midwest, Carolines and Florida who are taking part 
in the effort.
